The Broadway Town Council met in regular session on January 3, 2023 in the Council Chambers of the
Broadway Municipal Building.

Mayor Timothy S. Proctor called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. with the Pledge of Allegiance
followed by the invocation.

Approval of Minutes and Bills:
